Conlbnance  with  Sacred  and  Prophane  Hiftory* 

f  A  S  the  Eternal  G’O  D  has  been  pleafed, 
/A  to  reveal  unto  Mankind ,  many  Th  ings 
^  -A.  exceeding  Senfe  and  Reafon  in  Reli¬ 
gion  :  So  hath  He  alfo  been  pleafed,  thro*  the 
Purity  and  San&ity  of  the  fame,  to  make 
Rnown  to  us  the  firft  Produ&ions  of  this  Vi- 
lible  World,  the  primary  Principles  of  which, 
was  Matter ;  but  when,  how,  for  what  End 
or  at  what  Time  this  Matter  was  formed,  we 
are  not  at  all  to  penetrate  into;  becaufe,  as 

the 
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the  wife  Creator  is  himfelf  a  Spirit,  and  hence 
no  material  Subftance  ;  of  Conicquence  we 
muft  believe  him  exifting  before  the  Forma¬ 
tion  of  Matter,  and  that,  by  his  Eternal  Ex- 
iftance,  and  Infinite  Power,  he  was  capable 
to  produce  the  fame  out  of  Nothing, 

But  then,  as  wc  are  not  at  all  to  attribute 
Superfluities  to  the  Deity,  therefore  we  muft 
believe  it  altogether  inconfiftent  with  the  In¬ 
finite  Wifdom  of  the  Almighty  Creator,  ever 
to  produce  Matter,  but  for  ferving  the  wifeft 
Purpofes. 

And  hence,  as  this  Matter  was  at  firft  but 
confufed  and  dark, we  may  very  reafon  ably  con¬ 
clude,  without  any  Contradiction  to  the  Sacred 
Writ,  nay, and  confonantly  enough  too  with  the 
Mofaici  Hiftory  that  this  Matter,  as  it  was 
at  firft  but  confufed  and  dark,  was  only  al¬ 
lotted  as  a  Place  of  Punifhment  for  thefe 
wicked  Spirits,  who,  the  wile  Creator  evi¬ 
dently  forefaw,  could  not  long  continue  in 
that  bleffed  and  happy  State,  wherein  he  had 
at  firft, after  their  Creation,  planted  them  ;  but 
by  their  Stubbornnefs,  Obftinacy  and  Rebel¬ 
lion,  would  foon  be  thruft  out  from  his  Al¬ 
mighty  Prefence. 


Hence 
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Hence  alfo  it  would  appear,  That  this  in- 
vilible  Matter  was  only  a  Compolition  of  Ma¬ 
terials,  capable  to  produce  this  vilible  World, 
being  only  made  up  of  all  thofe  vilible  Ob¬ 
jects,  which  we  obferve  around  us  in  it ;  fo 
that  no  fooner  had  thofe  Spirits  forfeited  Fa¬ 
vour  with  their  Creator,  than  he  immediately 
falls  to  the  Produ&ion  of  a  new  World,  and 
planting  a  Creature  in  it,  which,  tho’  of  a  De¬ 
gree  inferior  to  thefe  juft  new  fallen  Angels, 
yet,  at  the  fame  Time,  might  be  capable  to 
fupply  their  Place  in  Heaven. 

And  it  feems  to  be  on  this  Account,  that 
we  find  this  Creature,  not  only  occupying 
the  laft  Space  in  the  Creation,  but  alfo  invert¬ 
ed  with  the  higheft  Privileges  from  his  Ma¬ 
ker;  and  on  Purpofe,  that  his  Power,  Wif* 
dom,  and  Infinite  Goodnefs  might  be  revfeal- 
ed  :  He  is  alfo  pleafed  to  grant  him  fuch  Fa¬ 
culties  of  Senfe  and  Reafon,  as  that  he  might 
be  able  to  penetrate  into  the  Conftitution  of 
Things  invifible,  and  fo  be  rendered  capable 
to  exprefs  them  by  different  Ideas . 

And  hence  alfo,  it  feems  to  be  for  this  very 
Reafon,  that  albeit  he  could  have  formed  this 
vilible  World,  by  one  fingle  Word  of  his 
Power,  (and  that  out  of  Nothing)  in  the  fame 

B  Manner,, 
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Manner,  as  the  Chaos  ;  yet,  on  Purpofe,  that 
Mankind,  by  the  Improvement  of  thofe  rea- 
fonabJe  Faculties,  which  he  had  bellowed  up¬ 
on  them,  might  be  rendered  more  capable  to 
dilcover  his  unlimited  Wifdom  in  the  Creati¬ 
on  thereof :  We  find  Him,  not  only  occupy¬ 
ing  the  Space  of  Six  Days  in  the  Creation, 
but  alfo  proceeding  in  an  Order  and  Manner 
proper  to  every  Creature. 

For,  in  the  firji  Place,  immediately  after 
the  Produ&ion  of  Matter,  He,  in  the  fecond 
Place,  diffufes  a  Spirit  of  Life  throughout 
the  fame ;  which  Spirit  made  it  begin  to  ftir, 
and  by  infinuating  itfelf  into  all  the  Parts 
thereof,  produced  every  Creature,  by  introdu¬ 
cing  into  every  one  its  own  Form ;  and, 
thirdly ,  towards  perfecting  his  Work,  he  ad¬ 
ded,  that  Delight  of  Mankind,  called  Light , 
from  the  Brightnefs  and  Motion  of  which  was 
produced  the  Difference  of  Nights  and  Days  • 
and  from  which  Light  again  proceeded  Heat, 
the  daily  Increafe  of  which  formed  that  Ele¬ 
ment,  which  we  properly  enough  call  Fire. 

So  that  this  Light  began  prefently  to  dis¬ 
play  a  threefold  Virtue ;  fir  ft  ^  of  Illuminating, 
fecondly>  of  Moving  itfelf,  and,  thirdly ,  of 
Heating,  which  Heat  again,  by  its  daily  In¬ 
creafe, 
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crcafe,  and  hence  rarifying  and  purifying  the 
Matter,  fo  condenfed  it  on  both  Sides,  up¬ 
wards  and  downwards,  as  to  form  a  Divifion 
of  the  other  Elements,  Water,  Earth  and 
Air ;  fo  that  the  Waters  above  the  Firma¬ 
ment,  and  the  Waters  below  the  Earth,  as 
thick  Drcggs,  were  made  to  come  together. 

And  hence  alfo  from  this,  is  not  only  evi¬ 
dently  dilplayed  the  Infinite  Wifdom  of  the 
Creator,  in  that  after  he  had  fettled  all 
Things  in  their  Order,  he  next  prepared 
Light,  and  which  Light  again  produced  Heat, 
which  Heat,  by  begetting  Fat  Vapours  upon 
the  Earth,  and  hence  infinuating  itfelfinto  the 
fame,  by  the  living  Spirit  of  the  World,  made 
Plants  and  Trees  of  all  Sorts  to  grow  up  in 
various  Forms ;  but  alfo  from  this,  we  may  e» 
vidently  difeover,  that  thefe  four  Elements, 
however  oppofite  they  are  in  their  Natures, 
yet,  at  the  fame  Time,  are  only  a  Gompofiti- 
on  of  the  felf  fame  Principles  of  Matter. 

For  as  it  is  faid,  that  Fire  was  only  a  Pro¬ 
duction  of  Light,  fo  it  feems  to  be  for  this 
End,  that  this  vifible  World,  through  the 
Brightnefs  and  Motion  of  this  Light,  muft  at 
laft  be  deftroyed  by  Fire  ;  becaufe,  as  Fire  is 
only  a  Collection  of  the  Rays  of  Light,  hence 
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the  San,  which  is  only  the  Focus  of  the  Uni- 
verfe,or  the  Place  where  all  the  different  Rays 
of  Light  are  colleded  and  gathered  together, 
as  in  a  Point,  (and  perhaps  of  all  the  different 
Globes  in  the  Univerfe.)  Confequently  this 
Heat  muft  daily  increafe,  and  hence,  ^  lo  long 
as  this  Earth  remains,  by  the  Sun's  receiving 
daily  and  continually  a  conftant  new  Supply 
of  the  Rays  of  Light;  the  Fire  muft  alfo 
gradually  become  greater  and  greater,  till  at 
Taft,  coming  to  its  total  Period,  the  whole 
Univerfe  muft  of  Confequence  be  filled  there¬ 
with  ;  and  then  muft  come  the  End  of  this 
World,  or  what  we  call  the  general  Confla¬ 
gration  of  all  Things. 

So  that  from  this,  it  would  appear,  that  as 
the  Element  of  Fire  muft  be  the  laft  Principle 
of  Nature,  fo  it  leems  alfo  to  have  been  the 
firft,  and  that  from  which  all  the  reft,  as  fo 
many  different  Branches  were  formed,  and 
properly  divided;  for,  (aslfaid)  That  Fire 
was  only  a  Production  of  Light,  fo  I  take 
Water  to  be  only  liquified  Earth;  Earth  a- 
gain,  only  condenled  Water,  Water  thicken¬ 
ed  Air,  and  Air  again  only  fubtilized  Water. 
And  as  Light  is  that,  which  direds  Mankind 
in  all  his  Adions,  fo  as  that,  without  it,  he 
could  not  fo  much  as  operate  upon  any  Thing 

at 
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at  all;  fo  without  Heat,  nothing  could  breathe 
the  Breath  of  Life  5  and  as  Fire  again  is  only 
a  violent  Increafe  of  Heat,  lb  from  the  Heat 
of  the  Sun,  which  is  only  a  Ball  of  Fire,  or, 
at  leaft,  a£ts  as  fuch  on  this  our  vifible  World, 
being,  (as  I  faid)  the  Focus  of  the  Univerfe, 
wherein  all  the  different  Rays  of  Light  are 
colle&ed  in  the  fame  Manner,  as  in  the  Focus 
of  a  burning  Speculum ;  hence  it  is  evident, 
that  from  this  Light,  the  reft  of  the  Elements, 
as  fo  many  different  Branches,  proceeded. 

But  then,  tho’  without  Heat,  nothing  could 
breathe  the  Breath  of  Life  ;  yet,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  when  this  Heat  turns  over  violent,  no 
living  Creature,  nay,  nor  even  Herbs,  or 
Trees  themfelves,  could  ever  wiihftand  it: 
And  this  is  the  Reafon,  (as  I  before  laid)  why, 
by  the  perpetual  Addition  of  the  Rays  of 
Light  to  the  Sun,  and  confequently  a  daily 
Increafe  of  Heat,  hence  malt  be  produced 
the  general  Conflagration,  an  Inftance  of  this 
is  evidently  difplayed  upon  our  Torrid  Zony 
which,  according  to  fome  Divines,  is  that 
flaming  Sword  mentioned  in  the  Mofaick 
Hiftory,  that  was  planted  in  the  Garden  of 
j Eden,  to  hinder  Jldam>  and,  his  Pofterity 
ever  from  returning  to  Paradife  ;  I  fay,  in  this 
Place,  where  the  Solar  Rays  beat  perpendi¬ 
cularly 
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cularly  downwards,  neither  Animals,  of  Vege¬ 
tables  can  be  propagated ;  for,  altho^  by  the 
Heat  of  the  Sun,  which,  (as  aforefaid)  was  on¬ 
ly  a  Ball  of  Fire,  or,  at  leaft  afted  as  fuch 
on  this  our  vilible  World  ;  we  may  obferve 
Plants,  and  Trees,  of  all  Sorts  propagated, 
and  grow  up  by  its  Heat  and  cheriihing 
Warmth ;  yet,  if  it  were  not  for  that  vaft  Di- 
ftaace,  in  which  it  is  placed  from  us,  it  would 
on  the  contrary,  deftroy  not  only  Vcgitables, 
but  even  Animals  themfclves. 

And  hence  we  find,  That  fo  foon  as  the 
Wife  Creator,  had  created  a  liquid  Chaos ,  as 
this  became  more  fubtiliz’d,  confequently 
Air  was  form’d,  from  the  Formation  of  which 
again,  was  produc’d  Light,  and  from  which 
Light,  again  proceeded  Heat,  which  Heat, 
as  it  increas’d,  confequently  this  liquid  Mafs 
was  hardned,  and  hence  was  form’d  that  E- 
lement,  which  we  call  Earth;  for  as  Water 
is  only  liquify’d  Earth,  fo  Earth  is  only  con- 
denfed  Water,  and  as  Water  is  only  con- 
denied  Air,  fo  Air  again  is  only  fubtiliz’d 
Water. 

And  towards  proving  of  this,  I  think  there 
needs  remain  no  Difficulty,  for  by  the  Affi- 
ftance  of  Fire,  which,  as  aforefaid,  was  on¬ 
ly 
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ly  a  Production  of  Light,  wc  can,  not  only 
convert  feveral  Subftances  to  Earth,  but  e- 
ven  Water  itfelf;  fo  that,  from  this  ’tis  plain, 
that  Water  is  only  liquify’d  Earth,  and  that 
the  Element  of  Fire;  is  the  firft  and  prin¬ 
ciple  Element  in  Nature,  from  which  all  the 
reft  were  formed,  and  properly  divided  *  but 
to  make  this  more  plain,  I  fliall  next  pro¬ 
ceed  to  prove  the  fame,  not  only  from  Ex¬ 
periments,  but  Obfervations,  &c. 

To  prove  then,  that  Water  is  only  liqui¬ 
fied  Earth ,  and  Earth  again  only  condcnfed 
Water,  I  think  is  plain,  from  a  very  eafy  and 
fimple  Experiment,  which  I’ve  often  tried 
myfelf,  and  is  this,  viz.  Take  the  moft  bul¬ 
bous  Root  you  can  find,  (Onions  for  Inftance) 
or  any  other,  whilft  in  Vegetation,  Place  it 
in  pure  Well,  or  Fountain  Water,  and  by 
only  taking  a  due  Care,  to  add  new  Water 
to  the  fame,  and  pouring  off  the  old,  fo  as 
that  it  may  never  have  Time  allowed  it,  to 
turn  foetid,  we  will  obferve  the  laid  Plant 
to  grow  up,  vegetate,  and  continue  recent, 
as  well  almoft  as  in  the  Earth,  by  taking  on¬ 
ly  a  due  Care,  that  the  Water  may  never 
have  Space  allow’d  it  to  turn  foetid  •  ether- 
wife,  in  place  of  vegetating  the  Herb,  it  will 
intirely  Rot  it,  but  fo  long  as  the  Water 

continues 
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continues  to  be  unfeetid,  fo  long,  we  may 
obierve  the  frnie  to  vegetate,  and  continue 
recent,  ay  and  untill  the  Scafon  of  its  Ve¬ 
getation  be  over;  and  this  I’ve  not  only  tried, 
with  repeated  Experiments,  myfelf,  butalfo, 
with  the  greateft  Pleafurc  imaginable,  ob~ 
ferved  the  fame  pradifed  by  others  ;  nay  and 
*tis  a  very  ufual  Pradice  amongft  young  La¬ 
dies,  who  in  order  to  Caufe  their  Rooms  fend 
forth  a  pleafant  Odour,  pull  Flowers,  from 
their  Gardens,  and  prefer ve  them  in  Water, 
to  make  them  continue  Recent. 

But  fecondly,  as  to  Oblervations ;  befides 
all  this,  we  may  obierve  that  thefc  Waters 
for  Inftance,  that  mu  ft  have  Recourfe  thro’ 
Leaden  Pipes,  or  they  can  reach  any  large 
Cities-  that  they  leave  always,  an  Earthy 
Cruft,  or  Pellicle,  on  the  Infide  of  the  Pipe, 
and  which  Scurf,  or  Pellicle,  not  only  pre- 
ferves  the  Water,  from  receiving  any  ot  the 
leaft  Malignant  Tindure,  from  the  Lead  ; 
but  alfo  cools  the  Water,  fo  as  to  preferve  it 
always  in  its  own  Nature  ;  tho’  otherwife,  it 
might  probably  prove,  to  be  of  the  moft  per¬ 
nicious  Conlequences  to  Mankind ;  Lead  it- 
fclf  being  naturally*  of  a  poifonous  malignant 
Quality.  Nay,  and  without  the  Affiftance  of 
Water,  every  one  knows,  that  Earth  itfelf, 

could 
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could  never  produce  Vegetation;  but  when 
Water,  Earth,  and  Heat  are  conjoined,  then 
is  there  a  proper  Soil,  for  the  Propagation 
thereof. 


So  that  this  much  I  think,  is  fufficient  to 
prove,  that  Water,  is  only  liquify’d  Earth, 
and  Earth  again,  only  condenfed  Water;  fo 
that  the  only  remaining  Difficulty  is,  how  we 
fhall  be  able  to  Convert,  Water  to  Air,  or 
Air  to  Water,  and  is  fomewhat  worthy  of  Ob- 
fervation ;  but  towards  proving  of  this,  I  need 
only  have  Rccourfe  to  Natural  Hiftory. 

Naturalifts  then,  know  very  well,  That  the 
Fat  and  Moifture  of  the  Earth,  is  drawn  forth 
and  exhaled,  by  the  Heat  of  the  Sun;  and 
this  Aloifture  again,  by  becoming  rarify’d  by 
Heat,  is  immediately  converted  into  Air;  lb 
that  after  Sun-fct,  by  Reafon  of  the  Coldnefs 
of  this  Air,  *tis  immediately  converted  into 
Water,  and  which  Water,  is  again  Diftilled 
upon  the  Earth,  either  in  the  Night-time, 
and  then  *tis  called  Dew,  or  elfe,  by  taking 
a  longer  Tietnora  in  the  Air,  after  this  Analyfis, 
*tis  at  laft,  by  the  Coldnefs  of  this  Air,  con¬ 
denfed,  and  Collefted  together,  into  a  folid 
Opack  Subftance,  which  we  call  Clouds  ; 
and  then  ,tis  powi'd  down  in  great  Quantities, 

C  by 
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by  way  of  Rain,  eithefupon  the  Earth, or  Seas ; 
and  hence  it  is,  that  thefe  Showers,  which 
fall  down  fuddenly,  and  in  great  Clouds,  are 
never  fo  refrelhing  to  the  Earth,  as  the  above- 
cited  Dews,  becauie  by  their  long  Continu¬ 
ance  in  the  Air,  and  hence  becoming  Colder, 
of  Confequence,  they  mull  loole  a  great  deal 
of  their  Fatty  Moifture,  and  fo  come  to  be 
of  a  quite  different  Nature,  from  what  they 
were,  at  their  firft  Exhalation  from  the  Earth ; 
lo  that  this  much,  I  think,  is  fufficient  to  ftiow, 
Nay,  even  makes  it  plain,  to  a  Demonftra- 
tion,  that  Water  is  only  liquify ’d  Earth,  and 
Earth  again,  only  fubtiliz’d  Water;  but  to 
make  it  more  plain,  I  fhall  next  proceed  to 
prove  the  fame,  from  a  very  eafy  and  fimple 
Experiment,  viz.  In  the  Diftillation  of  fimple 
Waters. 

In  diftilling  then,  of  fimple  Waters,  if  you 
beat  the  Herbs,  tho'  you  put  in  but  as  little 
Water  as  you  pleafe,  into  the  Stell,  yet,  pro¬ 
viding  the  Stell  be  well  luted,  and  allow  Fire 
under  it,  neither  too  weak  nor  tooftrong  ;  we 
will  obferve,  that  fo  foon  as  the  Vapour, 
Stem,  or  fmoak,  (call  it  what  ye  will)  begins 
to  afcend,  by  \is  having  no  Accefs  allow'd  it 
to  the  Air,  and  hence  becoming  rarify'd  by 
Heat,  and  being  thus  obliged,  to  pafif  thro' 
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thefeveral  Convolutions  of  the  Warm,  till  at 
laft  meeting  with  the  Air  of  the  Cold  Wa¬ 
ter  upon  the  outfide  thereof,  it  becomes  a- 
gain  fo  Condenfed,  as  to  be  converted  intire- 
ly  into  Water,  and  dropt  out  into  the  Re¬ 
ceiver,  in  Form  of  a  Water,  which  will  retain 
the  Principles,  or  primary  Virtues  of  the  Herb 
or  Plant,  from  which  it  was  Extra&cd,  &c. 
So  that  this  much,  I  think,  is  fufficient  to 
prove,  that  Air,  is  only  fubtiliz'd  Water,  and 
Water  again,  thicken'd  Air,  and  having  thus 
gone  thro'  the  various  Orders,  of  the  Creation 
of  this  vifible  World,  with  the  firffc  Produc¬ 
tion  of  Elements  ;  I  hope,  I've  fufficiently 
proven,  not  only  from  Experiments  but  other- 
wife,  that  thefe  Four  Elements,  however 
oppofite  they  may  appear  in  their  Natures,  yet, 
at  the  fame  Time,  are  only  a  Compofition,  of 
the  fell  fame  Principles  of  Matter :  And  fhall 
therefore  conclude  thefe  my  Thoughts,  with 
this,  that,  as  there  is  evidently  a  Divine  Hand 
difplay'd  in  the  Works  of  Creation,  fo  I  hope, 
none  will  deny  the  Eternal  Exiftence,  of  the 
Creator's  Divine  Majefty;  when  we  evidently 
fee,  that  in  all  His  Works  of  Creation,  Pre- 
fervation,  and  Providence,  He  has  fo  wifely 
form'd  them,  and  made  them  fo  fubfervient 
to  us  His  Creatures,  whom  hejplantcd  in  this 
World  after  his  Creation^nd  Formation  there¬ 
of.
